Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  City  during  1945. 

This  is  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Report  is  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
28/46  and  is  in  the  nature  of  an  interim  report  only. 

1  am  glad  to  report  that  all  medical  clinics  and  treatment  centres 
in  connection  with  the  Health  Services  were  available  during  the  year 
and  they  were  of  great  assistance  in  looking  after  the  health  of  the  citizens. 

All  the  hospitals  provided  by  the  Council  were  also  available  during 
the  year,  but  the  Council  is  fully  aware  that  additional  and  more  up-to- 
date  hospital  accommodation  is  urgently  needed  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 
The  provision  of  accommodation  of  a  modern  type  for  the  nursing  and 
other  staffs  is  also  a  matter  of  urgency. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis  which  had 
been  showing  a  tendency  towards  an  increase  since  1940,  showed  a  decline 
in  1945.  The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculous 
patients  and  the  examination  of  contacts  of  notified  cases  continued  to  be 
emphasised  during  the  year.  Adequate  housing  ;  adequate  ventilation  ; 
adequate  nourishment  and  the  avoidance  of  financial  and  other  worries 
are  of  great  importance  in  maintaining  the  well-being  of  tuberculous 
patients,  and  efforts  are  being  continued  to  assist  the  patients  as  far  as 
possible. 

The  work  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  continued  to  be  carried 
out  under  confidential  conditions.  The  number  of  definite  venereal 
disease  patients  domiciled  in  the  City,  who  attended  the  Clinics  did  not 
show  an  increase  during  1945  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  It 
is  however  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  patients  should  seek  medical 
advice  as  early  as  possible  and  should  take  all  measures  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  these  diseases. 

The  vital  statistics  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  report  and  shows 
no  deterioration  in  the  health  of  the  City  as  compared  with  previous 
years. 


In  conclusion  1  wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
keen  interest  in  the  various  problems  put  before  them  in  connection  with 
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the  health  of  the  City,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  good  work  accomplished  by  all  the  Staffs  engaged  in  carrying 
out  the  work  of  the  Health  and  the  Hospital  Services.

No  special  nurses  were  employed  for  the  nursing  of  infectious  cases 
in  the  home. 

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  and  the 
Area  Laboratory  for  pathological  work  were  available  during  1945. 
These  Laboratories  also  serve  the  neighbouring  County  Areas. 

(4)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Two  motor  ambulances  were  stationed  at  the  City  Hospital  and 
Sanatorium,  and  were  available  for  infectious  disease  and  tuberculous 
cases. 

Three  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car  were  available  under 
the  City  Ambulance  Service  for  other  patients  in  the  City.  This  service 
was  also  available  to  patients  in  the  neighbouring  areas  within  a  radius 
of  25  miles. 

The  details  of  the  Scheme  were  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1944. 

(5)  Public  Assistance  Medical  Out-Door  Relief. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  domiciliary  medical  relief,  under 
which  the  patient  has  free  choice  of  doctor,  was  continued  during  the 
year.

All  types  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  admitted,  including 
observation  and  other  cases  where  there  is  any  question  of  infection. 

As  regards  Tuberculosis  cases  only  pulmonary  cases  are  admitted. 
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The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  eases,  admitted  was  194  and 
the  total  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases  admitted  was  72. 

There  is  an  x-ray  apparatus  at  this  Hospital  in  connection  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Scheme. 


2.  City  Maternity  Home. 

There  were  14  beds  available  for  maternity  cases.  These  were  con¬ 
sidered  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  City  and  approval  was  obtained 
to  extend  the  accommodation.  When  the  extensions  are  completed  the 
building  will  provide  accommodation  for  24  maternity  beds  and  2  observa¬ 
tion  wards. 

Other  particulars  are  given  on  page  11  . 

3.  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  Osgodby  Smallpox  Hospital  which  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Lindsey  and  Lincoln  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board,  was  available 
during  the  year  for  the  reception  of  cases  from  Lincoln. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  in  the  City  during  the  year. 

4.  Burton  Road  Institution. 

The  Institution  provides  accommodation  for  152  patients.  Chiefly 
chronic  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted.  Other  types  of  case, 
including  acute  medical  and  surgical,  are  also  admitted  when  suitable 
accommodation  cannot  be  found  elsewhere  for  them. 

During  1 945,  1 , 1 99  cases  were  admitted. 


There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  staffing  all  the  Hospitals  provided 
by  the  Council  during  the  year  but  the  work  has  been  successfully  carried 
out  under  difficult  circumstances. 

The  Council  is  fully  aware  of  the  urgent  need  for  additional  and  more 
up-to-date  hospital  accommodation  including  accommodation  of  a 
modern  type  for  the  nursing  and  other  staff’s. 

11.  Hospitals  not  wholly  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Lincoln  County  Hospital. 

(Voluntary  General) 

During  1945,  3,557  patients  were  admitted  to  the  wards  of  this 
hospital  and  10,116  new  patients  attended  the  outpatient  and  casualty 
departments. 

I  understand  the  hospital  has  a  large  waiting  list  and  is  not  able  to 
deal  with  all  the  work  required  of  it. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DIEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  children  fully  immunised  during  1945  was  874,  out 
of  these  346  were  under  5  years  of  age  and  528  were  between  5  and  15 
years  of  age. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  child  population  below  15  years  of 
age,  57%  had  been  immunised  against  Diptheria. 
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Arrangements  for  immunising  children  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics, 
at  the  City  Health  Department,  at  the  School  Clinic  and  at  Schools  to 
suit  the  convenience  of  parents  were  continued  during  the  year.

SCABIES. 

In  connection  with  school  children  the  percentage  of  children  suffering 
from  scabies  from  1933  to  1939  varied  from  0.6%  to  0.2%.  This  per¬ 
centage  rose  to  1%  during  1940,  to  2.3%  during  1941,  to  4  0  during 
and  5.8%  during  1943.  During  1944  it  was  4.5%  and  during  1945  3.2 
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The  use  of  the  First  Aid  Posts  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  amongst 
children  and  adults  was  continued  until  November  1944,  when  the  First 
Post  at  Thorngate  was  taken  over  by  the  Health  Department  for  the 
treatment  of  Scabies. 

Patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment  were  admitted  to  the  Burton 
Road  Hospital. 

In  dealing  with  scabies  efforts  were  made  to  have  all  the  members  of 
the  family  treated  at  the  same  time. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculous 
patients  and  the  examination  of  contacts  of  notified  cases  contined 
to  be  emphasised. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  received  during  the  year  was 
87  ;  of  these  64  were  pulmonary  and  23  non-pulmonary,  as  compared 
with  85  and  30  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  general  decline  in  the  number  of  tuberculosis  notifi¬ 
cations  in  the  City  previous  to  hostilities,  but  from  1940  to  1944  there 
has  been  a  tendency  towards  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
received  by  the  Department.  During  1945,  however,  the  number  has 
declined. 

Adequate  housing  ;  adequate  ventilation  ;  adequate  nourishment 
and  the  avoidance  of  financial  or  other  worries  is  of  great  importance 
in  the  well-being  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Department  to  assist  tuberculous 
patients. 

The  scheme  outlined  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Memo.  266/T.  for 
the  payment  of  maintenance  and  other  allowances  to  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  patients  was  put  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1943.  This  has 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients.  During  the  year  51  patients 
were  assisted  under  the  Scheme  as  compared  with  53  in  the  previous  year.

During  the  year  72  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Lincoln  Sanatorium 
and  15  cases  were  sent  to  Hospitals  elsewhere. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  30  patients  were  undergoing  treatment  at 
the  Lincoln  Sanatorium  and  4  were  receiving  treatment  in  Outside 
Institutions. 

9  new  cases  were  referred  for  treatment  to  the  Light  Clinic  during 
the  year. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  150 
sessions  were  held  and  the  patients  made  1,654  attendances,  26  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Medical  Staff  and  2,921  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurses 
to  the  homes  of  the  patients  and  935  X-ray  examinations  were  carried 
out  at  the  City  Hospital  and  Sanatorium. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  Dispensary  Register  on  the  31st 
December,  1945,  was  366  as  compared  with  340  in  1944. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme^  was  on  the  same  lines  as  described 
in  my  Report  for  1938. 

The  number  of  new  Lincoln  patients  who  attended  the  Clinics  for 
the  first  time  during  1945  was  159,  out  of  these  65  proved  to  be  suffering 
from  Venereal  Diseases  and  94  were  not  Venereal. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  definite  venereal  diseases  amongst 
patients  domiciled  in  the  City  who  came  under  treatment  for  the  first 
time  during  the  period  of  5  years  is  given  below  : —

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  patients  should  seek  treatment 
as  early  as  possible  and  should  continue  treatment  until  declared  free  of 
infection  by  the  Medical  Officers  in  Charge  of  the  Clinics. 
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The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  continued  to  be  conducted  on  con¬ 
fidential  lines. 

During  November  1945  it  was  arranged  that  the  Consulting  Venereal 
Diseases  Officer  for  Lincoln  should  conduct  one  of  the  male  clinics 
and  be  available  for  advice  regarding  cases  admitted  for  hospital  inpatient 
treatment  and  for  cases  attending  the  female  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  Services  was 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  in  connection 
with  Venereal  Diseases  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Grimsby 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinics. 

Defence  ( General )  Regulations— Regulation  33 B. 

Thirteen  persons  were  notified  in  1945  on  Form  1  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  33B  as  compared  with  10  persons  during  the 
previous  year. 

In  two  cases  only  more  than  one  Form  was  received. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  nine  of  the  persons  to  attend  the  Clinic, 
but  it  was  not  possible  to  take  action  in  respect  of  the  remaining  four 
persons,  as  the  particulars  received  were  not  complete. 

CANCER. 

There  were  112  deaths  from  Cancer  as  compared  with  106  in  1 944- 

The  Radiotherapy  Treatment  Centre  at  the  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital  established  on  15th  July,  1942  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
three  County  Councils  and  the  two  County  Boroughs  of  Lincolnshire 
was  available  during  the  year. 

The  Lincoln  County  Hospital  was  approved  by  the  Joint  Committee 
from  1st  June,  1943,  for  the  treatment  of  Cancer  cases  other  than  by 
radiotherapy,  and  the  Joint  Committee  accepted  the  responsibility  for 
the  cost  of  treatment  at  this  Hospital. 

At  the  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial  Hospital  38  Lincoln  residents 
received  inpatient  treatment,  and  41  outpatient  treatment,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  39  and  13  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Lincoln  County  Hospital  91  Lincoln  residents  received  in¬ 
patient  treatment,  and  6  outpatient  treatment,  as  compared  with  73  and 
64  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  arrangements  were  on  similar  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

On  31st  December,  1945  there  were  202  mental  defectives  under 
the  care  of  the  Council,  of  which  85  were  in  Institutions.  10  were  on 
Licence,  22  under  Guardianship,  33  under  Statutory  Supervision,  51 
under  Voluntary  Supervision  and  1  was  evacuated  from  another  area. 

The  Public  Health  Medical  Staff  examined  3  cases  for  the  purpose 
of  Certification  and  1 1  cases  were  either  re-examined  or  were  examined 
for  special  reports. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  31  Mental  Defectives  attending  the 
Occupation  Centre  as  against  28  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 
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PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

Arrangements  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  were 
lines  as  described  in  my  Report  for  1938.

WATER. 

The  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  was  continued  during  the  year. 
Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  weekly  and  chemical 
analyses  six  monthly.  The  results  were  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  action  necessary  on  account  of  contamination  by  lead. 
The  great  majority  of  the  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  public 
water  mains,  but  in  the  case  of  the  remainder  there  is  only  a  tap  in  the 
yard  for  the  common  use  of  one  or  more  houses. 

The  water  supply  was  constant  and  remained  satisfactory  in  quality 

and  quantity. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

During  1945  all  measures  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  were  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  2398  children  were  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clines  and  out  of  these  802  were  under  1  year  of  age.  The  Health 
Visitors  paid  8,129  visits  in  respect  of  children  under  5  years,  out  of 
these  3,462  visits  were  to  children  under  1  year  of  age. 

Child  Life  Protection. 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  receiving  children  for  reward 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9  and  the  number  of  children  under  their 
care  was  9. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants  and  Illegitimate  Children. 

During  May,  1944,  the  Notification  of  Birth  Cards  were  altered 
to  provide  space  for  the  weight  at  birth  when  this  was  5|lbs.,  or  less, 
and  arrangements  were  made  tor  a  heated  basket  and  a  trained  nurse 
from  the  City  Maternity  Home  to  go  with  the  ambulance  when  an  infant 
required  institutional  care. 
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All  discharges  from  the  City  Maternity  Home  are  notified  to  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  so  that  the  Health  Visitors  could 
follow  up  the  cases.  All  other  premature  births  are  also  followed  up 
by  the  Health  Visitors. 

During  July,  1944,  a  Social  Welfare  Worker  was  appointed  to  assist 
further  in  the  care  of  the  illegitimate  children  and  to  help  the  mothers 
in  every  possible  way.  This  Social  Welfare  Worker,  however,  left 
during  July,  1945,  and  it  was  not  found  possible  to  appoint  another 
Social  Welfare  Worker  until  October,  1945. 

Municipal  District  Midwifery  Service. 

The  Municipal  Midwives  attended  442  domiciliary  cases  as  mid¬ 
wives  and  151  as  Maternity  Nurses.  Medical  Aid  was  summoned  in 
245  cases.

Maternity  Home. 

The  Children’s  Nursery,  Macaulay  Drive,  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  City  Maternity  Home.  During  the  year,  however,  approval 
was  obtained  to  extend  the  accommodation  and  when  the  extensions 
are  completed  the  building  will  provide  accommodation  for  24  maternity 
beds  and  2  observation  wards.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  extensions 
were  nearing  completion. 

There  were  284  women  admitted  to  the  Home  during  the  year  and 
medical  aid  was  summoned  in  79  cases.

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Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  two  deaths  in  the  City  which  were  considered  maternal 
deaths,  this  gives  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  1.60  as  compared  with 
1.49  for  the  previous  year  and  1.79  for  England  and  Wales. 

War-Time  Nurseries. 

Two  War-Time  Nurseries,  each  for  40  children,  were  available 
during  the  year.

Dental  Clinic. 

284  mothers  and  223  children  received  treatment  at  the  Dental 
Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Patients  coming  under  other  sections  of  the  Health  Services  are 
also  treated  at  this  Clinic. 

Birth  Control. 

At  this  Clinic  advice  is  given  to  married  women  in  whose  case  a 
future  pregnancy  would  be  injurious  to  their  health  and  the  Clinic  was 
continued  during  the  War  years. 

During  1945,  the  number  of  Lincoln  patients  who  received  advice 
on  birth  control  was  14  and  they  made  51  attendances  as  compared  with 
9  patients  who  made  42  attendances  during  1944. 

Circular  2831— Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Health  Visitors  made  special  efforts  to  assist  the  mothers  in 
improving  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  habits  during  their 
visits  to  The  homes  and  when  they  came  in  contact  with  the  mothers  at 
the  Clinics. 

Special  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  to  see  the  children  when  this 
was  necessary. 
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The  Midwives  and  the  other  Nursing  Staff  also  took  opportunities 
to  stress  the  importance  of  general  cleanliness. 

Supplies  of  384 — “  Special  ”  and  of  special  combs  were  kept  at  the 
Welfare  Centres  to  assist  the  mothers  in  suitable  cases. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  remains  generally  satisfactory,  but 
efforts  are  being  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
1944. 

The  total  number  of  preliminary  inspections  was  4,452  and  the 
total  number  of  re-inspections  was  3,874. 

The  above  figures  include  the  inspection  of  dwelling-houses  and 
other  premises,  and  the  inspection  of  air  raid  shelters  and  evacuee  billets. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  by  owners  of  dwelling-houses  in  carrying 
out  works  required  by  notices  issued  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts. 

Over-crowding. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  over-crowding  reported  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  was  12  and  the  number  of  cases  where  over-crowding  had  been 
abated  was  24  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  105 
dwellinghouses  over-crowded  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department. 

Food  Inspection. 

Keen  supervision  was  maintained  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  in  connection 
with  the  supervision  of  food,  including  meat. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  was  246,  of  which  21  proved  to  be  adulterated.  Suitable 
action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  64  tons  4  cwts.  3st.  5^  lbs.  of  food  stuffs  were  con¬ 
demned  as  unfit  for  the  food  of  man  as  compared  with  71  tons  3  cwts. 
1st  12  lbs.  during  the  previous  year. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  Swimming  Baths  as  in  the  previous 

year.
